Blow by Supreme Coart. 

Coincident with the favorable action 
by the council, the Supreme court of 
the United States threw two stumbling 
blocks in the mayor's path. First, it 
dismissed the city’s appeal in the 
O’Connell case, which resulted from 
the corporation counsel's efforts in 1916 
to enjoin the utilities beard from e¢n- 
forcing an order directing: the surface

The mu- 
nicipal authorities there appealed from 
an order of the state utilities board 
increasing car fares despite the pro- 
visions of the company’s franchise, 
The appeal was dismissed. 

“In the O’Connell case,” said Com- 
missioner James H. Wilkerson, “the 
commission acted on the theory that 
it was. exercising the broad policy 
powers of the state in a matter af- 
fecting the public health, safety, good 


powers which the city, no matter what 
contract it may make with a public 
utility, is entirely unable to suspend. 
dismissing the city’s appeal for 
want of jurisdiction the Supreme court 
upheld that view. | 

Says Case Is Decided. 

“In fixing a rate of fare ths com- 
mission is exercising @ similar au- 
thority, and the contracts which the 
city cites in opposition are likewise 
identical; it follows that the issues 
have substantially been decided—with- 
out reference to the Kansas City liti- 
gation, which further bears out the 
commission’s con-entions.” 

In denying the city’s petition for an 
immediate return to a 5 cent fare, the 
commission served notice on the ad- 
ministration that unless it ceased its

Servant Problem, 


. Say Housewives 


“ Housemaids and cooks should con- 

sider their business a profession,” says 
a report written by the Housewifely 
‘Thrift committee of the Chicago Wom- 
, an’s club and the Housewives’ league. 
‘read yesterday at the joint meeting of 
je two woman’s associations. 

Mrs. John O. Bley was chairman 
of the committee appointed to look 
into the servant problem. 

“ We find that most maids are mildly 
satisfied with their wages,” the report 
reads 


| “But it is also certain that most 
servants are dissatisfied with their 
hours. 

“They argue that they have no time 
for shopping, that their day starts too 
.@arly and ends too late. They all want 
shorter hours. 

“ Another thing that nearly all of the 
maids desire is,a regular pay day. In 
some families the servants are paid 
at the convenience of the mistress, and 
in many families several weeks slip 
by without a pay day for the domestic 
help. Therefore, we urge that a day 
be set aside for pay day. The servants 
desire to be paid once a week. 


“In behalf of the housewives, we 
would advise that the maids attend out- 
schools when they can, and we would 
also advise that the schools take up 
the problem of giving servants in- 
structions in domestic duties. There 
should be more of a professional spirit 
among the servants. 

“And the housewives should become 
better acquainted with household du- 
ties. They should be more independent 
and more efficient.” 

Mrs. Bley asserted that the average 
wage of a laundress was $3 a day and 
the average wage of a maid is $12 a 
week, including a room.
